Collision of ttMMJM St. Patrick aud 
Missouri. 

William D. Gallagher, Surveyor or 
Customs— Sir: Herewith we present a re- 
port of the collision of these boats, with tbe 
facts and circumstances attending it, and 
the reasons which governed us in deciding it 
as follows: It appears in proof that ou the 
MMBBMM of the nth of June, lho.%, at about 
S o'clock in the morning of said day the 
steamer Missouri bound up, aud tbe St. 
Patrick bound down, approached within 
signaling distance ol each other about live 
miles below New Madrid, Missouri, and at 
or near tbe neigh borhood ol Watson's wood 
yard. These signals are made by one or 
two sounds of the steam whistle as the par- 
ties first making them may decide, the one 
sound of the whistle means by the party 
making it, that he designs going to the right, 
and two sounds means that he designs go- 
ing to the left ; and Rule second of Pilots' 
regulations requires that they should be 
made when boats approach within eight 
hundred yards of each other, aud should 
they be made and not pro}s?rly understood 
both boats are required lo slop their engines 
and set them back until their headway is 
entirely checked, and not start them ahead 
again until such signals are properly given, 
and understood. The proof in the case goes 
clearly to show, that the pilot, Underwood, | 
did comply with this rule, that he stopucd 
the engines of the St. Patrick at the requis- 
ite distance and set her back, that her head- 
way must have been entirely run out, or she 
would have beeu certainly sunk by coming 
in contact with so heavy and strong a boat 
a- ihe Missouri. '1 be pnxjf on the part of the 
Missouri goes clearly to eviuce a disposition 
on the part of Weaver, the pilot thereof, to 
use such means as he had at command, 
I and as his judgment prompted, yet that he 
erred in judgment and was unfortunate in 
not having such means at commund, to 
make and answer these signals properlv, 
no reasonable doubt can exist. 

We say he whs unfortunate in this case 
because the proof abundantly shows that 
the Missouri did, on the day before, from 
MM mishap, break her whistle pipe di 
rectly behind the valve, aud between the 
valve and stuffing, or packing box of the 
rod that worked the valve, ami they weit 
unable from this cause to use it, as ihe en- 
gineer of the Missouri test ified before us, 
they were, in consequence of as hesupposed 
the valve or seat being sprung by the break- 
ing of tbe pipe. The error of judgment 
then, OOMMitl d by Weaver, was iu our 
opinion that ki owing this fact that tbe sitr- 
na: he made by tapping the bell, which i 
amply proved he did, could not be heurd 
at any great distance off, he should not 
have waited till the boats' approach so close 
to each other befor • stopping his engines, 
as the proof from those on the Missouri 
gees lo show he did. That from the tim< 
the bells of tbe engines were rung to stop 
them, the engineer and his as.-ist-nt being 
on tbe foot box at the time the bells wer- 
rung, and both engines were stopped and 
started back as soon as it could be done, 
there was but time for the Missouri to make 
but four revolutions back until the] 
collided. Any practiced boatman wjil 
know that a boat running as fast 
as the Missouri does, can not be 
entirely checked up by four revolutions, al- 
though it may have been, aud doubtless was 
much lessened thereby, and to this cau-e 
may the saving of the St. Patrick be attrib- 
uted. We do not in this connection intend 
to relied or assail in the slightest degree, 
the professional merits of Weaver as a pilot, 
bis reputation in that line is a good one, but 
we contend that he erred greatly in judg- 
ment in allowing such a boat as be kne w 
MM Missouri to be, to approach so close to a 
descending boat, aud in a part of the river 
that be well knew* there was danger of colli- 
sion, because of a bar on both sides of the 
river, restriciing either of them from too 
close an approach to shore. We cannot, 
however, withhold from him the credit, 
w hen he discovered collision inevitable, <>t 
doing all he could do, or that could be done 
to Irssen its effect, nor do we hesitate from 
avow ing the belief that had the whistle of 
the Missouri been in good Working order, 
so that the signals could have beeu proper 
ly made and in lime, the>y would have been 
understood and acted upou and no collision 
would have happened. 

Wm are, therefore, in view of all the cir- 
cumstances narrated, and because the sai.l 
Weaver did fail to stop his engines and set 
them back, at such distance below tbe des- 
cending boat a- is required iu said second 
Rule of Pilots Regulations, compelled by 
law, to suspend his license to act as pilot of 
steamers for the space of sixty days from 
the date of this notice.

LParU Correapoudence of the Liverpool Journal.] 
The Duke of Brahant, sent to travel for 
his country's peace, is in Paris. It seems 
that a certain Madame Meyer, widow of a 
captain of artillery, who hud claims upon 
the heart aud heritage of old Leopold, but 
who had maintained the strictest incognito 
during the whole of his reign, had forgot- 
ten all discretion during his late illness, 
and, breaking through the restraint aud et- 
iquette she had hitherto observed, had in- 
sisted upon leaving the lodgings where she 
had resided for the last lourteen years, and 
taking her position at the palace, in order 
to v/aich more closely over the king. This 
move took place during the absence of the 
Due de Brahant and the Count de Flandre, 
who on being roughly summoned h uue by 
telegraph, iu order to assist, as was imag- 
ined, at Leopold's last moments, found, to 
their utter amazement, the lady installed in 
the palace, aud Leopold, so far from think- 
ing bis peace with heaven, entirely beat on 
making his peace with earth by a marriaire 
with Madame Meyer, and a recognition 
of her son under the title ol Count d'Ar- 
deunes. 

The indignation of both the princes was 
natural enough, but the old king is not the 
man to be hectored by his own children, 
and he resolutely stood up in defence of his 
own line of couduct. It so happens that 
the Count d'Ardennes is one of the hand- 
somest men about the court, one ol tbe 
mo-t accomplished likewise; and the great 
argument made use of by the king iu justi- 
fication of his marriage was precisely the 
superiority of presence as displayed by the 
young Count d'Ardennes over the legiti- 
mate sons of the Princess Louise of Orleans. 
The affair is hushed up as much as possible 
at Brussels, but it has got wind neverthe- 
less. Leopold is bent on the marriage as a 
means of satistying his own sense of justice. 
The Brussels public is on his side, and hos- 
tilities, which never before existed, have 
been declared in the family camp. 

Negto ^ull'iage in tbe Past. 

The Lebanon Star says that the journals of 
the first Constitutional Convention of Ohio, 
in 1S03, show that universal suffrage in Ohio 
would have beeu adopted had three mem- 
bers of the Convention voted differently: 

In the Convention, Jeremiah Morrow, 
Chairmau of the Committee appointed to 
prepare the fourth article of the Constitu- 
tion, designating the qualifications of elec- 
tors, reported in favor of giving the rights 
of electors to white male inhabitants only. 
A motion to strike out the word white was 
lost by a majority of five ouly— the vote 
standing 14 to 1!). 

1 here were al this time probably about 
two hundred )>ersons of color in the territo- 
ry. A motion to give the right of suffrage 
to "all male negroes and uiulatloes, now 
residing in this territory, if they shall with- 
in one year make a record ol their citizen 
ship with the clerk of the county where 
they may reside," was at first adopted, but 
afterwards on a motion to strike out this 
clause, the Convention was equally divided 
and the clause was struck out by the cast- 
ing vote of the President.

He is charged with 
saving, in a public speech, that "he owed 
no allegiance to the Federal Government. 
an<l thai he intended to sell what he ha.I 
left and leave the country."— [Democrat, 
July 31st. 

The Democrat adds to the above state- 
ment its stout unbelief that McElroy ever 
said anything of the sort ascribed to hiui, 
and on the strength of that unbelief, of 
course, denounces the arrest as an "arbi- 
trary proceediug." The editor lias no evi- 
dence in the case one way or the other."' 
He "takes it for granted,'' he says, that a 
candidate for otli<-e in a State which forms 
part ol the Federal Government would not 
so stullify himself as to make such a re- 
mark. And so on general principles be ven- 
tures to denounce Col. Johnston and express 
the "hope" that Gen. Palmer will "restrain" 
t" such proceedings. At the 
this editor publishes his 
tirade against martial law in 
the State, repeats his usual groans at the 
afflictive burden, aud cites this arrest as a 
part of the policy which he hnds so griev- 
ous to the State. The very evident intent 
in all this is to imprests the reader with the 
idea, first, that the arrest of McElroy is 
despotic and unwarrantable, and second, 
that it is part of a system inaugurated and 
enforced by the commander of the depart- 
ment. The manner in which the "hope" is 
expressed that Gen. Palmer will do some- 
thing about it, < ouneeled as it is with an 
arousing grow 1 against Gen. Palmer's juris- 
diction generally, conveys the umnistake- 
able insinuation that the editor don't hope 
uor expect anything of the sort. 

Now let us s»e what facts were in posses- 
sion ot the Democrat editor when he pub- 
lished the above statement and his com- 
ments thereon. 

First, he knew that the charge against 
Mr. McElroy was somewhat different, and 
considerably graver than the one he quotes. 
That charge is that this "candidate for office, 
in a State under the Federal Government,'' 
announced in a public speech, that "he 
owes no allegiance to the Federal Govern- 
ment, that the only true friends the county 
ever had were the juerrillas, and that he 
wanted to try and sell his property before 
the Government stole it all, and go to South 
A ii. erica." This was the language reported 
to Col. Johnston, on such testimouy as to 
make him feel justitied in ordering the ar- 
rest of the "candidate." And this the editor 
of the Democrat knew when he penned his 
version of it. In the second place he knew 
that C'oi. Johnston had promptly informed 
Gen. Palmer of his action, ami that the lat- 
ter had ordered him to investigate the evi- 
dence as to McElroy's seditious language, 
and report to him officially thereon without 
delay. 

As witness the following letter delivered 
to this editor two days belore bis article 
appeared :

Now, ii the Democrat editor really de- 
sired to give his readers a true picture of 
this case, wouldn't he have mentioned, or 
given s..ine intimation of the fact that Gen- 
eral Palmer had already ordered the whole 
thiutr investigated, and officially reported 
upon? Would he have restricted his com- 
ment respecting the <ieueral's relation to 
the subject, to a dubious "hope" that he 
would correct such a<-Ls? Isn't it the least 
grain ancakina in this editor to treat the 
facts in bis possession in such a manner? He 
knows as well as any one that martial law 
in this State is neither a burden nor an 
affliction to any but incorrigible rebels and 
anarchist*. He is well aware of General 
Palmer's habitual vigilance and scrupu- 
lous care against any abuse of power on the 
part of his subordinates. 

But he never mentions it. tn his hypo- 
critical blab over the dire calamity of a 
continuance of martial rule, he never al- 
ludes to any mitigations in its application. 
He carefully emits to state that martial 
law is applied exclusively, and with exceed- 
ing scrupulousness to those cases of law- 
lessness which cannot be reached by civil 
law. Or rather he denies that there is any 
occasion to exercise martial Jaw, and with- 
out erer venturing to meet specific instances

GENERAL PALMER'S EKTTI.lt. 

We invite the special attention of our 
reader* to the letter from General Palmer 
to the President, which we are kindly per- 
mitted to print. It is a frank and manly 
exposition of the policy adopted by the 
General in regard to slavery in Kentucky, 
aud to all just-minded persons will appear 
an ample vindication of that policy. It 
moreover reveals incidentally the impera- 
tive need of military authority for the pro 
tectiou of those colored people whom the 
National Government had set free by sol- 
emu enactment. As the reader will see by 
referring to the document, tlie number thus 
set free is over 164,000. It is sufficiently ob- 
vious that the attempt to secure these in 
their freedom, and at the same time leave 
the residue of slaves undisturbed in their 
bondage, would be attended with insuper- 
able difficulty. The enlistment of negroes 
in the army, guaranteeing to them their 
freedom and that of their families, to- 
gether with the forfeiture wrought upon 
slave property by treason, has practically 
and inevitably overthrown the institution 
in the State. Whatever malcontents may 
think about the propriety or justice of the 
Congressional enactments effecting all this, 
they cannot suppose that national authority 
will refrain from executing national law. 
Aud the imposibility of lifting out by the 
roots so immense a proportion of this upas 
tree of slavery, leaving the remainder in 
any condition to grow again or even sur- 
vive the removal of its support ought to be 
apparent to any sane mind. There are not 
probably 50,000 negroes now in the State 
that can be legally retained as slaves. And 
the measures necessary for making sure 
the freedom of the rest, will unavoidably so 
weaken the tenure by which these are held 
as to render it a practical nullity. The 
question as to the ratification of the amend- 
ment becomes then a question as to letain- 
ing negro labor in the State or driving it 
completely out. The question of freedom 
itself cnntwt be postponed. 

Can you farmers afford to have your 
lal>oriug assistance all "passed'' out of the 
State? Acquiesce in emancipation, show 
to yom negroes that you are willing to let 
them go free and pay them fair day's wajres 
for fair day's work, and you will retain 
cheap and abundant help. Spend your 
time "cussin'' the Government and General 
Palmer; fancy that you are voting down 
"negro equality" and extinguishing abo- 
litionism by rejecting the amendment, and 
your help will literally "pass" away be- 
fore the end of the year. How much you 
will gain by the operation, we leave you 
to cipher out. If you suppose that the pre- 
diction of such charlatans as the editor of 
the Democrat, that voting down the amend- 
ment will also vote down martial law, is 
trustworthy, go ahead. Vote to continue 
slavery in Kentucky and see how potent 
your vote is. In the meantime read this 
admirable letter of General Palmer's, and 
see if you think it possible for him to rescue 
the institution in the State, and yet do his 
manifest and explicit duty to those whom

— Letter trom Gen. Palmer to the Pres- 
d< nt. 

Hkadv.larters Department of Kkn- 
titky, LorisviLLE, Kv., July 27, lstw.— 
To his Excel lency Andrew Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the United States— Sir: I have al- 
read> by telegram acknowledged your <ii-»- 
patch of yesterday, containing copy of a 
dispatch * of Mr. Price, which states that 
Provost Marshals issue "free papers" to ne- 
groes indiscriminately. I refer you to my 
dispatch, in which I say no "free papers'' 
are issued by any officers of this Depart- 
ment, which, though literal ly true, does 
not quite meet the facts as they are. 

I forward you my General Orders, Nos. 

and 4!». Under these orders many passes 
have been issued by Provost Marshals, Ac., 
to negroes, who hold them; and, I am told, 
in many cases they regard and act upon 
them as "free papers." 

The reasons for issuing Order 32 will l>e 
found on the face of the order, but the rea- 
sons which influenced the Mavor aud his 
friends to apply to me do not. Large num- 
liers of negroes were then in Louisville fioua 
the surrounding country, who had escaped 
from or repudiated the authority of their 
masters. 

The Mayor and others desired my appro- 
val of a plan they had arianged for the 
general enforcement of the laws agiust va- 
grancy, aud the law which forbids slaves 
to go at large and hire themselves out as 
free i>ersons. To have enforced tnese laws 
would have produced great misery and 
alarm amongst the blacks. To leave the 
negroes in the city would have alarmed the 
fears ol lb" citizens who were beforehand 
taught to think their presence would cause 
liestilence. They sought to make me re- 
sponsible for either consequence. 

To avoid both J issued Order No. 32. Un- 
der it over live thousand negroes have 
crossed the Ohio river at this place alone. • 
Before the 4th of July an impression got 
abroad amongst the negroes throughout the 
state that on that day they w-ould all be 
made free. Inflamed by this belief thou- 
sands of them left their masters' houses 
and ca < e into our posts aud different points 
in the State. Every nook and biding plate 
at such plat*** as Camp Nelson, Lexington, 
Frankfort, Bowling Green, Muufordville, 
An., was tilled with them. They were with- 
out work or means; aud the greater the 
number and the more destitute they were 
the more the people resisted employing 
them. I was coinjM-lled from these causes 
to issue General Orders No. 49, and the 
•• Wtmt Papers" relerred to in the telegram 
of Mr. Price, are merely the passes issued 
under that order. 

I have been greatly embarrassed in re- 
spect to the colored people by the acts and 
declarations of politicians and presses in 
the anti-administration interest. Thev have 
given the negroes extraordinary ideas ol 
the purposes ot the Government by an- 
nouncing in their speeches and columns, 
that it was the intention of theGovernment 
to freetbem all, furnish them with food and 
clothing, and put them upon an (quality 
with the whites. Invariably a conserva- 
tive gathering in a neighborhood is follow- 
ed by stampede of negroes. 

I think and respectfully submit that it is 
impossible, under the existing state of facts 
here, to enforce the laws of the State in ref- 
erence to slaves and slavery.

ble, but in doing so I have been, on occa- 
sions, compelled to do acts whicli, in 
effect, greatly impair the tenure of the 
small number of persons who are still 
technically masters of slaves. Indeed, it 
must be admitted that many slaves have 
left the State under Orders No. 32 and 4*. 
which are enclosed, aud every decision I 
make in favor of a negro seems to start a ' 
host of individual cases which come/* with- 
in the same principle. 

in short, *dStvery «a> no actual existence 
in Kentucky, and if the T 'institutional 
Amendment is defeated at the election, the 
whole active colored population will liy 
unless I employ the troops to prevent it, 
and you have not, and will not be likely, 
to order that to be done. 

To illustrate the effect of any fair rule 
upon the status of slavery in Kentucky, I 
will advert to die effect of one rule which 1 
am compelled to recognize and observe. 

Bj- the laws of Kent ncky— laws once, 
when all were slaves, just enough in their 
application— all negroes were presumed to 
be slaves. N >w a large majority are cer- 
tainly free. To presume slavery from color 
alone is contrary to justice; to presume 
free. lorn, without regard to color and give 
protection accordingly, is to end slavery. I 
am often called upon to afford protection 
where there is no prtsif at hand, and am 
compelled to presume one way or the other. 

I submit these ditlicnlties to meet some 
of the complainlM which will probably 
reach you from the loyitl people of Ken- 
tucky.

Letter from Governor Morton. 

Executive Dki*artm'ent, 1 
Indianapolis, July 32, 1885.. J 
Hon. D. S. (iooDLOi-:, Chairman Uuiou 
Executive Committee, State of Kentucky, 
Lexington, Ky. — Dear Sir: It is with feel- 
ings of the deepest regret that I am con- 
strained under the positive orders of my 
physician, to recall my promise to be with 
yoii at Richmond on the 2nd day of Au- 
gu-t. I have been quite unwell for several 
we. ks past, a portion >>' the time con lined 
to my bed, and have thereby been prevent- 
ed frbm doing many IhittK* I desired to do. 
I have several outstanding engagements to 
speak at different points, besides the one at 
Richmond, and am absolutely compelled to 
forego them all. A little exertion which I 
made on Tuesday, ou thu occasion of 
the reception of Major General Sherman, 
was followed by anight of great suffering, 
and my physician to-day assures me that 
if I expect to get well again. I must aban- 
don at once all speaking and labor of every 
k'lid, aud seek immediately the most abso- 
lute repose Irom toil and care, which my 
circumstances render possible. I have there- 
fore recalled all my outstanding engage- 
ments, and am preparing for a journey in 
pursuit ol health, from which I hope to re- 
turn, at qo very distant day, in much better 
condition. 

Allow uie to assure you that the regret I 
I experience in thus being prevented from 
meeting and addressing the people of your 
State at the time promised, is deen and 
heart-felt. You need not to be assured how 
fully aud freely my best sympathies 
have continually goue out towards 
the Union men of Kentucky, dur- 
ing the great struggle which has 
so happily terminated in the overthrow of 
the rebellion, and now that the contest has 
beeu transferred from the battle field to the 
hustings, and ideas are lighting for the mas- 
tery with other weapons than those of ma- 
terial warfare, I feel that the contest is si ill 
iu principle the same, and that you are 
manfully contending for the perpetuation 
of the same great principles lor which so 
many brave sous of Kentucky poured on i 
their lives. Your devotion to our glorious 
Union, sealed as it has been on so many 
hard foughl battle fields, is again being put 
to the severest test 

The misguided followers of Davis and his 
accomplices In crime have failed to con- 
quer you by the bullet, now seek your 
overthrow at the ballot box. • 

I hope, I trust, and earnestly believe that 
you will defeat them as disastrously there 
as upon the tield, and that f-oui the hot lur- 
liaces in which her political principles are 
now being tried, Kentucky will come forth 
purified and free. Regretting that the 
power, from whose judgment there is no 
appeal, has so ordered events that my voice 
cannot be heard in the conflict, permit me 
to assure you tlyit I shall be with you iu 
spirit, ami from a distance shali follow you 
with anxious eyes, and my earnest hopes 
and desires shall be continually four your 
success. Thanking you for all your kind 
attention, and again" regretting the neces- 
sity which compels me to disappoint your

Outrageous Conduct.— There has been 
some outrageous conduct in the neighbor- 
hood of theLouisville andFrankfort railroad 
depot during the past two weeks, to which 
we desire to call the attention of the mili- 
tary. A battery (the 5th Kentucky, we be- 
lieve), has beeu stationed at the depot for 
some time, and we are informed that some 
of them have been guilty of the outrages. 
Last Friday a merchant sent his servant to 
the depot with a package; he was met, 
knocked down and badly beaten by some 
of these men. Saturday several more 
servants were knocked down and mal- 
treated by this same crowd. Saturday 
night an i Id negro man (free, we believe) 
who has been living in Green street for 
many years, and who boars the reputation 
of being an iuofieusive. man, was dragged 
out of the grocery at the corner of East and 
Green streets, and severely stabbed. Wo 
are informed by the policeman that this 
outrage was also committed by the mem- 
bers of this battery. During Sunday a ne- 
gro could not pass along the sidewalk at 
the depot without being knocked down. 
As they were returning from church in the 
sfternoop and night, women and men were 
kuocked into the gutter, aud their clothes 
torn from them. Yesterday, we heard 
of several other outrages committed by 
these men. 

There is one other matter to which we 
wish to call the attention of the military. 
In the last few weeks several negroes have 
started drinking saloous in ihe neighbor- 
hood of Preston and Lafayette streeLs.which 
at all times has been a had neighborhood. 
Around these saloons, at all hours in the 
day or night, crowds of idle free negroes 
and negro soldiers congregate. They drink 
bad whisky, get druuk, aud act in a very 
disgraceful manner. It is no difficult mat- 
ter to raise a disturbance with them. The 
soldiers carry pistols and the free negroes 
do likewise. These they are contiuually 
flourishing, and when a difficulty arises, 
they arewhipt out and used indiscriminate- 
ly. We thini these saloons should either 
be closed or a strong guard placed in front 
of every one of them. 

We should not be surprised at any time 
to hear of a desperate affray in the upper 
part of the city between the drunken roughs 
and the drunken negroes. In addition we 
would call on the civil authorities to enforce 
the ordinance against carrying concealed 
weap-ons. The military should also take 
away from all negroes the pistols they have 
around them.

At any late 
the negroes jumped off the cars and ran, 
one of them being pursued by youug Baily. 
When below the corner of Preston ou Green 
the negro was knocked down with a stone 
when It lily commenced cutting him with 
a large bowie knife. The negro received 
some six or eight cuts iu the body, one of 
them cutting through one of the ribs. He 
cannot possibly survive. We could not 
learn his name Ho was removed to the 
City Hospital. Two negroes who were iu 
the party were arrested aud lodged iu jail. 
The while men escaped, but the police were 
ou their trace, with a fair prospect of catch- 
ing them. 

A Private Policeman Arrested for 
Assaulting a Negro.— C. Shick, who is a 
private watchman, between Third and 
Fourth, and Main and Water streets, was 
arraigned yesterday lo* brutally assaulting 
a negro man, who was engaged on the 
steamer Liberty. The negro complains that 
be was robbed of over $200, but is not cer- 
tain that Shick got it. Officer Slater arrest- 
ed Shick, and has white witnesses to prove 
the brutal assault ou the negro. We have 
been informed by several persons that 
Shick has been in the habit of beating 
prisoners unmercifully, and this the au- 
thorities intend to prove. We hope that If 
the facts related are proved, as stated to us. 
that Shick will be punished severely. 

Detective Arkestk.d— Last night Of- 
ficer Hardin was conducting a man to jail, 
who had brokeu up the furniture in a house 
up town. When at the corner of Sixth and 
Jefferson streets, a Government detective, 
or a man who claimed to be one, took the 
prisoner from Officer Hardin. "Judge Har- 
bison drove up in a buggy aud asked by 
what authority the man was taken. The 
detective replied by asking who the Judge 
was. The Judge told him who he was, aud 
remarked that there was a proper way to do 
business. He also asked for the detective's 
authority lor his actiou, which he did not 
produce. Judge Harbison then ordered the 
police to put the prisoner and detective in 
jail, which was done.

I '.\ ery free white nisle citizen, 21 years of 
age, who has resided in Kentucky two 
years, and whose residence has been in the 
district where he oilers to vote for 60 next 
next preceding the election ; and each white 
male citizen who, not having two years 
residence in the State; but has resided one 
year in the county, mid sixty days in the 
preriii'-t where he oilers to vote, next i re- 
ceuiug the election, is entitled to vote; pro- 
vided he has not expatriated himself and 
lost the elective franchise by coming within 
the provisions of the following act:

civil or military capacity, or having here- 
tofore entered such service of either tin 
< oii federate States or Provisional Govern- 
ment, shall continue in such service after this 
Bfli takes etleci, or shall take up or continue 
in arms against the military forces of the 
Fuited States or the Slate of Kentucky, or 
shall give voluntary aid and assistance lo 
those in arms against said forces, shail b 
deemed to kuve expatriated himself, ami 
shall no longer liea citizen of Kentucky; nor 
shall he again be a citizen, except by pe:- 
■BtBflloa of the Legislature, by a general M 
s]>ecial statute. 

Sec. 2. That whenever a person attempt*, 
or is called on, to exercise any of the con- 
stitutional or legal rights and 'privileges be- 
longing only to citizens of Kentucky, he 
may lie required to negative, on oath, the 
expatriation provided in the tirst section of 
this act; and upon his failure or refusal lo 
do so, shall not be permittwd to exercise 
any such right or privilege. 

Skc. o. This act to be of force in thirt\ 
dsys from and after its passage. 

All persons challenged as coming within 
the provisions of this law, should be re- 
quired to take the following oath, prescribed 
by my predecessor, and which is in con- 
formity with the law:

.since the MCA day of April, \HY1, been in the 
service of the so-called 'Confederate AVwste.,' 
or in the 'Ps-ovisional Government of Ken- 
tucky,'' hi i if/.t.' a civil or military capacity, 
ami that you have not aiven, directly or imli- 
rectli/, VOLUNTARY" AID AND ASSIST- 
ANT K To THOSE IN ARMS AGAINST 
llli: GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OR THE STATE OE KEN- 
TUCKY, or the se ie ho u rn intending to join 
the armed forces of the so-called l (}onfeder<tt<- 
.Stales,' and that you will bear true and faith- 
ful allcgiatice to said Governments of the 
I ik'xI .•stute.s and -State of Kentucky, so help 
you GOD. " 

Absence from the place ot residence in 
the service of the country, or from any 
other cause, where no intention existed to 
change the residence, will not exclude from 
\ it ng, if present at the election precinct 
where his residence is, on the day of elec- 
tion. 

Absence without any purpose of chang- 
ing the residence, keeps the residence of 
such person in his voting precinct. 

Lov al men throughout the State are re- 
quested to report to the Governor any dis- 
regard of the expatriation law, either upon 
tea. pott ot otswOBtCor citizens; giving the 
names of the offenders— that they m»y be 
proceeded against for such violation. The 
officer who sball Jail to discharge his duty, 
as prescribed by law, or the citizen who, 
not being entitled to vote, shall do so iti 
violation of law, should be promptly re- 
ported, that the proper steps may be taken 
lor his punishment. These p'.ain words 
are spoken, that none may act upon the 
supposition that they will be permitted, 
with impunity, to disregard the laws made 
to guard and protect the purity of the elec- 
tive tiamhise, or override the lawfully es- 
tablished sovereignty of the people. 

The military authorities will assist the 
efvil - fficers in the enforcement of these in- 
structions, if any attempt be made to vio- 
late them, upon application to the officer 
nearest iu command.

News from the interior of Florida don't 
represent affairs there as in a very flourish- 
ing condition. The State has suffered less, 
however, from the ravages of war, than 
any other of the seceded States. 

The Mayor of Portsmouth, Va., has been 
arrested by the military authorities for in- 
terfering with military law or military 
court matters. 

John Cochran, candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Fremont, made a 
BJMsBOb in Washington Friday night, in 
which he declared himself opposi 
suffrage. 

Drevet Drig. Oen. Prince Salm Slam his 
been appointed Commandant of the Post at 
Atlanta. 

A resident of Marshall county, Miss., 
named John Carrel I, when returning from 
Memphis a few days since, was robbed of 
$300 and then murdered. 

Recruiting iu the regular army progress- 
es slowly, while desertions are numerous. 
Negro troops number a little less than 100,- 
000- Desertions are two-thirds less than 
among white troops. 

The Red River Northwester, published in 
a Dritisk settlement north of Minnesota, ad- 
mits that their traders furnish the Sious In- 
dians with ammunition, and says that they 
are compelled to do so to save their lives. 
They have no military organizations, and 
the Indians come iu large bands, so they 
have no other alternative. 

Major General Turner, commanding at 
Richmond, has issued an order declaring 
the recent elections, excepting that of Clerk 
of the Hustings Court, null and void, for 
the reasons that voters were excluded on 
tne ground that they had lost their residence 
by absence iu the Union armies, when m» 
such objection was sustained against those 
who had served in the rebel army; thit 
nearly all the ollicers elected were promi- 
nent rebels, und that the issue was distinct- 
ly made and openly avowed between rebels 
and Union men.

From North Carolina— Unwise Use of the 
Pardoning Power— Pardoned Rebel 
Leaders Preparing to Control the State 
Convention. 

Raleigh, N. C , July 26.— The Raleigh 
Progress continues to denounce the reck- 
less use of the pardoning power in North 
Carolina. This misplaced leniency is mak- 
ing the leading rebels of the State, who are 
daily receiving pardons, still more defiant 
and disloyal than before, comprising the 
public men of the State; these have all be- 
come designated as delegates to the coming 
State Convention, which body it is known 
they will control. 

The negroes and Union men are the 
special objects of their hatred, whose pro- 
tection depends entirely upon the enforce- 
ment of the confiscation law, which dis- 
arms only the disloyal, who will be beyond 
the reach of the Federal authorities as soon 
as the new State Government is inaugurat- 
ed. 

It is understood the element who hold se- 
curities for upwards of forty millions of 
dollars, contracted since the rebellion, for 
war purposes.wlll make strong effort to have 
the same assured by not providing against 
it in the new Constitution, but leaving it to 
future legislation. 

Owing to tnis unexpected disloyal! v 
and vindicative arrogance, 'Union men are 
endeavoring to have the call for the State 
Convention delayed until after Congress 
meets, which will save time as well as ex- 
pense, as the proi>osed Constitution is de- 
signed to be repudiated by the i»eopJe, as its 
opponents will be of an obnoxious charac- 
ter, judging from the material to compose 
that body.

Mexican emigration Scheme— Indian

Nkw Yokk, July 31.— The Mexican emi- 
gration scheme is being revived. A society 
called the American Legion has been or- 
ganized for the purpose of encouraging em- 
igration to Mexico, witb views of develop- 
ing resources of that beautiful country. The 
orgauizers of this Legion promise 1H)0 acres 
of land to those who are anxious to join the 
fortunes of Denito Inoreoz. It is reported 
the movement has the support of Senor 
Romero. 

The Herald publishes a statement com- 
piled from data in the Indian Dureau of 
uame->, numbers, and location of the vari- 
ous tribes of Indians. It appears there are 
from 40 to GO distinct tribes, principally 
scattered throughout our Western territory, 
though small fragments of some of them 
still remain on their aboriginal grounds in 
Northern, Southern, and Western Stales. 
It is estimated that altogether there are 
now in the United States about 3,500,000 Int 
dians. 

Hereafter all letters addressed to post- 
offices in the South which have not beeu 
rcoped siuce the termination of the rebel- 
lion must be forwarded to reopened offices 
nearest, and for which they are designed to 
remain, if not previously called for, until 
the office to which Jliey are addres ed shall 
be again in operation. 

What the Rebellion has Coat the South- 
ern People— Streugtu ol the Rebel Ar- 
my— Condition of AfTtlrs in the South. 

New York, July 31.— The World has a 
long letter commenting on the condition of 
atfairs in the South. It says the South had 
more than a million of men in the ranks. 
Six great States, Virginia, Georgia, Ala- 
liaim, Mississippi, North Carolina aud 
South Carolina, have furnished from S5.000 
to 120,000 men to the Confederate army, in- 
dependent of the militia. Louisiana, Ten- 
afBB BBB , Texas, Arkansas and Florida, fur- 
nished from 50,000 to 80,000; Missouri and 
Kentucky 40,000 each; Maryland still less. 
Although the muster rolls the Adjutant 
Genera: received contained only 450,000 
names at the evacuation of Richmond, of 
which not quite half were on duty in the 
field, yet in January, 1803, the rebel army 
numbered 750,030 men, most of whom were 
in actual service. 

Dy laws subsequently enacted, every man 
capable to bear aims, excepting new civil 
officers and professional persons, was made 
a soldier. Although the list of exemptions, 
details for s|>crial service, and deserters, 
reached a point of absurdity, there was still 
a a large army, with sufficient equipments 
and a tolerable morale, in the field. Of this 
no actual list can be approximated. From 
the best judgments 1 have been able to 
establish a proportionate mortality, which 
has been larger tnan that of our army. The 
number of maimed, crippled and wasted 
frames everywhere to be met so indicate. 
Nearly every family is in mourning, some- 
times for two, three or four victims. 

The total loss is set down by good author- 
ity at one hundred thousand killed and 
died in service and one hundred thousand 
permanently disabled, while there were 
perhaps two hundred thousand suffering 
under various diseases of disability. Lack 
of medical skill and supplies has undoubt- 
edly added largely to the number of deaths 
iu tne Southern army, which is claimed are 
more than balanced by the ravage, of cli- 
mate upon our own troops.
